In response to a request for clarification, the Rector stated that, in his opinion, it 
was Clear in the constitution document that the undergraduate student members of 
the Board of Directors would be elected, after the first year, by undergraduate 
members of the Centre and not appointed by CUSA. 


Report of Nominating Committee 


The Chairman, Mr. McEntyre, reported that the committee nominated Messrs. 
Grassby, Lemieux and Mulroney for reelection to the Board of Governors for a 
three-year term as members-at-large. He also reported that the committee 


nominated Mr. Duff for re-appointment as Chairman of the Board, and Mrs. 
Lande and Mr. Fisher as Vice-Presidents, all for a one-year term. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the report of the committee was approved. 
Ii. Student Services Budget 

On a motion duly made and seconded, the student services budget for 1980/81, as 

presented by Father Graham, was approved. Included in this general approval was 


approval of an increase in the student service fee to 17.3% of the regular tuition 
fee, which is equal to an amount of $2.60 per credit.
